Soviet forces bat 
tied mightily today to stem ti Nazi drive 
in the Ukraine threatening encircle­ 
ment of the Black Sea port of Odessa 
and also battle German units on the 
fronts facing Moscow and Leningrad. 
“Throughout the night.” said a new 
war communique, “there was fighting 
in tile directions of Smolensk, Byelaya 
Tserkov and I'maii and on the Estou 
ian sector.

down in still another Nazi air raid on 
Moscow last night and early today. 
Bombs fell on the Soviet capital. 
According to the Tass news agency, 
several groups of Nazi planes attempt 
ed to carry out mass raids on Moscow 
hut they were dispersed by night fight 
erg and anti-aircraft batteries. 
This account said individual planes

through the city's de­
